2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 4-6, filed 2-5-08, with respect to the 
rejection of record have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous 
rejections have been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 9, 22-28, 30-34 are allowed. 



Reasons for allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention includes independent claims 9 and 34. Both claims recite a 

method for manufacturing an antistatic optical film. 

Mukunoki is considered the closest prior art. Mukunoki teaches a Mukunoki 

teaches a process for preparation of a cellulose acylate film from a cellulose acylate 

solution.

Mukunoki does not disclose the claimed combination including: 
In claim 9: 

applying an aqueous solution comprising a water soluble conductive polymer on 
and in contact with the optical film, wherein the water 

soluble conductive polymer is a polythiophene; 
drying to form the antistatic layer; and 

applying a pressure sensitive adhesive layer on another side of the antistatic 

layer. 

In claim 34: 

applying an aqueous solution comprising a water soluble era 
conductive polymer on and in contact with the optical film, wherein the water 
soluble conductive polymer is a polythiophene, and wherein the optical 
film has optical properties which are deteriorated if an organic solvent is applied on and 
in contact with the optical film; 

drying to form the antistatic layer; and 

applying a pressure sensitive adhesive layer on another side of the antistatic 

layer. 
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For these reasons claims 9 and 34 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art 
of record, and claims 22-28, 30-33 are allowable by dependency.
